Holineſs becometh thine Houſe, O Lord, for ever. 5 


Meditation very ſuitable to the Occaſion of 
our preſent Meeting; which is, to renew, 
in a ſolemn Manner, the Performance of Divine 
Othces in this holy Place, after a long Intermiſſion 
of them : With a pious Intention to retrieve and 
eſtabliſh that reverential Regard to it, which of 
late had been greatly impaired, and was in danger 
of being totally forgotten and loſt. 

It would perhaps be thought too melancholy, as 
well as a needleſs Employment, to trace this la- 
mentable Negle& of God's Houſe, from the firſt 
and remote Cauſe of it, the Extinction of a Noble 

Family, through a Succeſſion of Events (a), all of 
which tend only to confirm to us this known and 
obvious Truth, That we have here no abiding Place, 
and that the Faſbion of this World paſſeth away. 

But Reflections of this kind are not the leſs uſe- 


ful, nor ought they to be the leſs affecting, for be- 


ing common and familiar to us.

HE Words of the Text furniſh a Subject of 
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As the Devaſtation made, witdia the Compal 
of a few Years, in this once fair and Houriſhing 
Seat-of Honour and Hoſpi itality , is a very ſtriking 
and awful Proof of the laſtabiliey and Viciſſitude, 
the Vanity and Tranſitorineſs, of all worldly En- 
joyments; ſo the late wretched Condition of the 
Place we are aſſembled in (the almoſt only now-re- 
maining Part of it) could not but very ſenſibly, 
and in a more particular manner, affect every ſe- 
rious and pious Beholder. The Damage it had al- 
ready ſuſtained, and the apparent Danger that ſtill 
further threaten! d it, could not but raiſe Grief and 
Pity in every Breaſt that was open to the Impreſ- 
fions of Humanity; and the moſt earneſt and an- 
xious Solicitude for its Safety, in all who had a due 
Regard for the Honour either of God or Man. For 
in the preſerving it from Ruin and Profanation, 
it may be truly ſaid, that the Honour of bath was 
intereſted and card. 

If we conſider it in no other View, than as the 
facred Repoſitory, to which are committed the Re- 
mains of ſo many excellent Perſons, now with God, 
this alone would be ſufficient to entitle it to our 
Reſpect. The Sepulchres of the Great and Good 
have, in all Ages, and in all Countries, been held 
inviolable ; their Memories revered, and the Mo- 
numents erected to them, preſerved a protected, 
as it were by univerſal Conſent, from Iowy and 
Diſhonour. IN 115555 


I need 
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I need not mention the Names 0 or Titles of 
thoſe who lye here interred, nor go about to diſ- 
play their Virtues. The 2 of them, 1 perſuade 
myſelf, {till lives in the grateful and honourable 
Remembrance of many here preſent. I mean that 
venerable Prelate (my ever-honoured Lord and 
Patron) whom Length of Days and Riches and Ho- 
our ſo eminently diſtinguiſhed ; who was a Bleſ- 
fing to the Country round about him, and whoſe 
9 Goodneſs to myſelf (if T may be permitted 
to take Notice of it in this public Manner) muſt to 
me at leaſt, for ever endear his Memory, and eve- 
ry thing that bears relation to it (c). 

But if this ſingle Conſideration, its Relatim to 
the Dead ( to ſo many Men and Women famous 
in their Generation, whoſe Bodies here ſleep in the 
Grave, till the laſt awful Summons ſhall awaken 
them to a joyful Reſurrection—) if this, I ſay, be, 
of itſelf, a ſufficient Foundation of Reverence for 
this ſacred Place, how greatly muſt that Reverence 
be heightened, when we conſider it in a ſtill more 
* View, as a conſecrated Temple of the 
Living God? as a Place originally deſigned for, 
and ſolemnly dedicated to his public Worſhip; 
and which accordingly for many Years (even till 
the Dwelling- place of that honourable Family, 
which firſt erected it, was itſelf left deſolate and 
without Inhabitant). had been ſanctified and honour- 


ed by the regular and devout Performance of it. 
A2 e That 
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That this Reverence may be the deeper impreſ- 
ſed upon our Minds, I have, for the ſubject of my 
following Diſcourſe, made choice of that Portion 
of Holy Writ, which the Founder of this Church 
has, with great Propriety, cauſed to be engraven 
and fixed over the Entrance into it, Holineſo becom- 
eth thine Houſe, O Lord, for ever. 
In treating of which Words, I ſhall, 


Firſ}, enquire into the Nature and Grounds of 
that Holineſs, which belongs to, or becometh the 
Houle of God; and 
Secondly ee what Reſpect, or Reverence, is 
due from us towards it, upon that account. 


Under the firſt of theſe Heads it may be proper 
to obſerve, that, beſides that 7ran/cendent, or eſſen- 


tial Holineſs, which is peculiar to God alone; and 


that 7ward, or inherent Holineſs, which belong 
only to rational and intelligent Beings, there is 


likewiſe an external, or relative Holineſs, of which 


both Perſons and Things are capable; and which 


conſiſts in the Relation they bear to Almighty 
God ; being ſeparated from ordinary and common 
Uſe, pans appointed to more peculiar and excel- 
lent Purpoſes, ſuch as immediately concern his 
Worthip and Service. 
And of this relative Holineſs the Houſes of God 
may be ſaid to partake in two reſpects. EA 
Firſt, in reſpec of the peculiar Right which God 
has in them. For 9 the Earth is the Lord's 


and ;

and the Fullneſs thereof, ſo that we cannot, in ſtrict- 
neſs, give any thing to God which was not his 
own before; yet he is pleaſed to account That 
only to be peculiarly his, which by divine Appoint- 
ment, or our own voluntary Act and Oblation, is 
ſolemnly conſecrated to his Uſe and Service. And 
whatever is ſo, becomes from that Time his unali- 
enable Property: So that to reſume or withhold 
what is thus given to God, or to apply to profane 
or ſecular Uſe the Places or Things, ſet apart for 
and appropriated to his Worſhip, is the Sin of 
Sacrilege, or robbing God. A Crime of the moſt 
heinous Nature and againſt which both God him- 
{elf in the Old Teſtament, and our bleſſed Saviour 
in the New, have in the ſevereſt Terms expreſſed 

their Anger and Indignation, Mal. iii. 8. Mat. xi. 
17. 

But beſides the peculiar 8 which God 
has in them, the Houſes of God are holy, 
Secondly, in reſpect of his eſpecial Preſence 

vouchſafed in them. 
Db pon this account it is, that the Mae is call- 
ed God's Dwelling- place; his Courts or Place of 
Reſidence; and the Tabernacle, That which God 
had pitched among Men. And in alluſion to this 
divine Inhabitation, the Apoſtle, ſpeaking of the 
Temples of our Bodies, ſays, 1 Cor. ili. 16. Know 
* not, that ye are the Temple of God, and that his 
* dwelleth in ad * | 
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It would indeed be moſt abſurd to imagine, that 

* divine Immenſity which fals Heaven and 
Earth, can be circumſcribed by any Limits; or 
That Being, whom the Heaven of Heavens cannot 
contain, be confined to dwell in 'Temples made 
with Hands. But though God be every where 
preſent, by his Eſſence, Power, and Providence, 
yet have we the Authority of his holy Word, to 
conſider him as more eſpecially preſent in . 
Places than in others, according to the different 
Purpoſes and Manner of his revealing himſelf. 

And this eſpecial Preſence of God may be ma- 
nifeſted, either by ſome vifib/e Diſplay of his Ma- 
jeſty and Glory (as when he appeared to Jacob at 
| Bethel, to Moſes in the Buſh, in the Cloud and Pil- 
lar of Fire that accompanied the T/raelites in the 
Wilderneſs, in the Glory of the Lord that reſted 
over the Tabernacle, and afterwards over the Holy 
of Holes in the e Temple) or in the ſecret 
and inviſible Communications of his Grace and 
heavenly Benedictions. 

For that theſe do more freely and in greater 
meaſure accompany the Ordinances he has ap- 
pointed for the Conveyance of them, and that ſuch 
Communications may be conſidered as a Proof or 
Indication of his eſpecial Preſence, more immedi- 
ately vouchſafed to the Places of his Worſhip, we 
may reaſonably collect from his expreſs Promiſe by 
Mejes to the Nfaelies Exod, XX. 21. In all Places 


where

* I record my Name, I will come unto thee and 
I awill bleſs thee. 1 70 alſo from that of our bleſſed 


Saviour to his Diſciples, I here two or three are 


gathered together in my Name, there am ] in the 
mid}? of. them. 

Having thus ſhewn what that Holineſs is which 
belongs, or 1s aſcribed to the Houſe of God, I pro- 
ceed, | 


Secondly, to conſider the Reſpect or Reverence 
which is due from us on account of it. 

And this in general ought certainly to bear ſome 
Proportion to the Relation which it bears to Al- 


mighty God, in either of the reſpects already taken 


notice of. For as the utmoſt Veneration poſſible, 
both of Body and Soul, is due to his glorious Ma- 
jeſty, ſo, whatever is related to him, or upon which 
his Name is called, ought undoubtedly, for that 


very Reaſon, to partake of a proportionable and 


becoming Reſpect. I mean ſuch a Reſpect, as may 
both ſhew, zo whom it belongs, and the Senſe we 
have of the Love, Honour, and Obedience, which 
is due to the Proprictor of it. Ye ſhall keep my Sab- 

baths, and reverence my Sanctuary; J am the Lord. 
Now this Senſe we may expreſs in ſeveral Inſtan- 
ces. As firſt, by contributing, according to our 
Abilities, to the erecting ſuch Places where they are 
wanting; to the repairing of them where they are 
in Danger of falling into o Ruin; and to the fur- 
i | niſhing 
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4 
niſhing and adorning them in ſuch manner, as is 
worthy of God and his Service. 

As this firſt Inſtance of Reſpect to the Houſe of 
God is abſolutely neceſſary to the Support of his 
public Worſhip, ſo is it an Expreſſion of religious 
Piety, highly acceptable both to God and Man. 
How pleaſed did God ſhew himſelf with David, 
and how graciouſly did he approve the bare Taken 
tion of his Heart to build an Houſe to his Name, 
2 Chrom. vi. 8. though the Execution of it was re- 
ſerved for his Son? And what a grateſul Senſe did 
the eus ſhew of their Obligations to the Centu- 
rion, when they ſo inſtantly beſought our bleſſed 
Lord in his behalf, ſaying, Thar he was worthy for 
whom he ſPould do this, for he loveth our Nation and 
hath built us a Synagogue, Luke vii. 5? 
And it is the more neceſſary to be mentioned, 

becauſe ſo many of theſe noble Monuments of the 
Piety of our Forefathers in this Nation are, by 
Length of Time, and too much Neglect, and fre- 
quently by the Impoveriſhment of the Inhabitants, 
come to great Decay. Witneſs the deplorable Con- 
dition of the many Churches and Chapels, which 
are annually recommended to the public Charity 
and Benevolence by ſupreme Authority (d); though 
too often, I fear, with very little Effect. 

But though the Charity of many waxeth cold, and 
I believe, generally ſpeaking, is never colder, than 
when ſolicited for the building or repairing of I 
Churches, 


„ . bs 
Churches, yet bleſſe be God, there are not want- 
ing ſome bublie Spirits, who think upon their Stones, 
and are grieved to ſee them in the Duff, Bleſſed be 
God, even in this Age of Luxury and Expence, 
there are Examples of thoſe, who ſhew themſelves 
both willing and able to do Good: And never 
more willing, than upon ſuch Occaſions as theſe, 
when the Houſes of God and his Service ſtand in 
need of their Aſſiſtance and liberal Contribution. 
A Conduct the more worthy to be admired and 
imitated, when we refle& how many there are, 
who, bow well ſoever they may be diſpoſed, yet, 
by running with ſo much Eagerneſs into the faſhi- 
onable Extravagancies of the Times, are abſolutely 
diſabled, not only from doing Acts of Charity and 
Beneficence, but of common Juſtice itſelf ; though 
the Su pport and Subſiſtence of whole Families de- 
pend upon it. 
This is indeed a very melancholy Reflection, 
and would be ſtill more ſo, if the Contagion were 
univerſal. But God be thanked, there are ſome (I 
hope not a few) who have the Virtue and good 
Senſe to keep clear of it. — Who take care to ma- 
nage with ſo much Prudence and Oeconomy, as 
never to be unprepared for proper Objects of their 
Munificence, when Occaſion offers them. — Who, 
by denying themſelves ſome of the Privileges and 
Enjoyments, which their Situation in Life would 
juſtly entitle them to, leave Room for more refin- 
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ed Gratifications of a Spiritual and Religious Na- 
ture, the Conſciouſneſs of doing Good, and the ſo- 
lid and never-ceaſing Pleaſure that reſults from it. 
—— Who, amidſt all the mecefſary Demands upon 
their Fortune (which the moſt opulent find large 
enough) and the /uperfluors and unneceſſary ones 
too, which Cuſtom, Friendſhip, or Society, will 
ſometimes unavoidably impoſe and give a Sanction 
to, can find a Part of their Subſtance to ſpare for 
the Honour of their Maker. — Who never more 
truly enjoy the Abundance God has bleſſed them 

with, than when it gives them an Opportunity of 
promoting his Glory. — And who therefore can 
contribute, with as much Readineſs and Willing- 
neſs, to a Place of public Devotion, as the moſt 
forward of others can to thoſe of Recreation or 
Amuſement. 
such are the Sentiments, 1 ſuch the Practice of 
thoſe two worthy Perſons (e) in particular, of whoſe 
pious Liberality we are now enjoying the Effects. 
Who could not, without a generous Concern, re- 
flect upon or behold the declining State of this 
neglected Houſe of Prayer: And who have there- 
fore ſpared neither Pains nor Expence that was | 
neceſſary, to preſerve and reſteue it to its — 
Uſe and Comelinels. 
For which much-wiſhed-for Bleſſing, as we | 
ought, firſt of all, to give hearty Thanks to God, | 
of whoſe N Gift i it cometh, that his faithful Peo- 


ple

ple do unto Him true and laudable Service, of this 
or any other kind ; ſo ſhould we not forget to;of- 


fer up, in the next place, our devouteſt Prayers for 
Their Welfare and Proſperity, whom he has made 


the Inſtruments of conveying this Bleſſing to us. 


Nor can we do it more properly, than in the 


Words of Wehemiah upon the like Occaſion, Ne- 
member them, O God, concerning this, and wipe not 


out their good Deeds, which they have done for the 
H ouſe of their God, and the C  ffices * Nehem. 


xiii. 12. 
And great Reaſon have we to do both, ſince 


without their ſeaſonable Interpoſition in its Behalf, 


this decent Structure, this comely and well-fur- 

niſhed Tabernacle of the Moſt High (/, muſt, in 
all human Probability, have funk into Ruins, ghd 
ſoon compleated that Scene of Deſolation, of which 


we have ſo melancholy and ſo affecting a Proſpect 


before our Eyes 
We know indeed, that nothing human! is per- 
petual; nor can 4 Ty be a vainer or more fooliſh 


Preſumption, than that of mortal Men, when heir 
inward Thought (as the Pſalmiſt elegantly expreſſes 


it) 18, that 5 2h Houſes ſhall continue for ever, and 


their Dwelling Places to all Generations. But, not- 


withſtanding this, we have reaſon to hope, that the 


Peſtrudtion, witch. ſoon or late, involves and puts 
a Period to every Work of Man s Hands, will, 
B 2 x 5 th 
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with regard to this Houſe, at leaſt be _ for 


many Y ears, 
The Proviſion now made for a more cilia 
and regular Exerciſe of divine Worſhip therein, 
will be a Means to prevent that rude and ſacrile- 
gious Profanation of it, to which it appeared of 
late to have been left expoſed, It will now be 
more apt to be conſidered under that Character 
and Denomination which properly belongs to it, 
as the Houſe of God; the Place where his Ho- 
nour dwelleth ; his peculiar and unalienable Pro- 
perty; to which no Injury or Indignity can be 
offered, without incurring his Diſpleaſure, and ex- 
poſing ourſelves to the dreadful Effects of it. For 


what the Apoſtle aſſerts in a figurative and meta- 


phorical Senſe, is true alſo in the literal, and pro- 
portionably holds good, through every leſſer De- 
gree of Affront or Violation: IF any Man defile 
2 Temple of God, him ſhall God de N for the 
Temple of God is bob, 1 Cor. iii. 17. 

II. The next Inſtance of Reſpect due to the 


Houle of God, is the duly frequenting it for his 


Worſhip and Service. For without this rea/ Ex- 
preſſion of it, all other Pretences to, or Appearan- 


ces of it, are meer Vanity and Hypoeriſy. He cer- 
tainly muſt have very little Regard to 4 Place of 
God's Worſhip, who never comes there, or lays 

hold of every idle Pretence to abſent himſelf from 


it. Nor can ny Man be ſuppoſed to have either a 
due

due Senſe of the ineſtimable Bleſſings there diſ- 
penſed, whilſt he conſtantly lights and contemns 
them; or any true Concern for the Honour of 
Almighty God, who refuſes of neglects to join 
with his Brethren, | in paying this public Teſtimo- 
ny of their Duty to him, and of their continual | 
Dependence upon him. 
On the other hand, it has ever been looked mY 
on by good Men, as the greateſt Happineſs, to 
have the Opportunity of enjoying the Comfort of 
divine Ordinances, in the Places appointed for 
them; and as the greateſt Misfortune to be de- 
prived of it. Hear with what holy Fervor the de- 
vout Pſalmiſt expreſſes his affectionate Regard for) 
and Delight in God's Houſe, Oh how amiable are 
iby 2 thou Lord of Hoſts. My Soul hath a 
Defire and Longing to enter into the 2 ourts of the 
Lord. Bleſſed are they that dwell in thy H oufe, they 
{ball be always an thee. For one Day in thy 
Courts is better than a thouſand. I had rather be a 
| Door-Reeper i in the Houſe of my God, than to dwell 
in the Tents of Wickedneſs, Pl. lerkiy. 
III. A third Inſtance of Reſpect to the Houſe af 
God, or of the Holineſs which becometh it, is the 
N behaving ourſelves in it with due Reverence and 
| Devotion, both of Body and Soul. As the infinite 
5 lpportance of the Bufineſs we are there engaged 
nin, demands our cloſeſt and moſt diligent Atten- 
don; fo the awful and adorable Majeſty, __ 
whic

which we then, in a more ſolemn manner, preſent 
ourſelves, calls for our profoundeſt Humility and 


Veneration. To honour God with our Lips, when 
our Hearts are far from him, is to mock and af- 


front him : Nor can we without the higheſt and 
moſt ſinful Preſumption, (when we offer up our 
Petitions with diſſipated Thoughts, or an alienat- 
ed Mind) expe& that God ſhould hear us, when 
we can ſcarce be ſaid to hear ourſelves. 

Nor is the outward Adoration of our Bodies leſs 
neceſſary in our Approaches to the divine Majeſty, 


than the inward Reverence which ſhould poſſeſs 


our Hearts. Both are due from us, and bk re- 
quired. O come let us worſhip, and fall down, and 
kneel before the Lord our Maker. As he made and 
preſerves, ſo he juſtly claims the Service and Wor- 
ſhip of the whole Man; the preſenting ourſelves 
entire, our Souls and Bodies to be a reaſonable, 
holy, and lively Sacrifice unto him. 

IV. The laſt Inſtance I ſhall mention of the 
Reſpect due to the Houſe of God, is the reſorting 
to it with clean and ſanctified Hearts. This is that 
Holineſs which, in a peculiar manner, becometh the 
Houſe of God for eber: Foraſmuch as without it, 
the moſt diligent Attendance upon it, and the 
moſt devout Behaviour in it, is deceiving 9 
and polluting that Sanctuary which we appear to 
reverence. Be ye Doers 2 the Nord, ſaith St. 


James : and not Hearers only, deceiving your OWN 


ſelves.

felves. Deceiving yourſelves in the moſt i important 


Concerns of your everlaſting Salvation, and con- 
verting to your Deſtruction what is intended for 

your Edification. Thus ſaith the Lord God, O ye © 
Hl ouſe of 1jrael, let it ſuffice you of all your 2 
nations, in that ye have brought into my Sanctuary 
Strangers uncircumciſed i in Heart and uncircuimciſed 
in Fleſh, to be in my Sanfuary to pollute it, even my 
Houſe, Ezek. xliv. 6. Moſt nearly n e does 
it concern every one, who preſumes to preſent 
himſelf in God's Courts, and join in the Aſſem- 
blies of his Saints, to take care in the firſt place, 


by cleanſing himſelf from all Filthineſs of Fleſh 


and Spirit, and perfecting Holineſs in the Fear of 
God, that he be ft to appear there. For ſo far 


18 God from hearing Sinners, John ix. 31. that is, 


from accepting the Devotions, or being pleaſed 
with the outward Worſhip of wilful, habitual, and 
impenitent Sinners, that both the Prayer of the 
IVicked and the Sacrifice of the Wicked are an Abo- 
nination to him, Prov. xv. 8. xxix. 9. 

And now having briefly, but, I hope, ſufficient- 
ly, explained to you both the Nature of that Ho- 
lineſs which is a/cribed to, and which becometh, the 


S Houſe of God; what remains but to ani you 


(as J truſt 1 ſhall do) in the ſame Temper of 
Mind with that of the Jews at the Dedication of 
the Temple; Joyful and glad at Heart, for all the 
G 7 the Lara, to his Houſe, and to his Ser-

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vants, Thankful for the Opportunity now vouch- 
fafed you of worſhiping him in the Beauty of Hott- 
neſs ; of offering up your Devotions in this Place, 
with all that Advantage and Aſſiſtance to them, 
which the Decency and Comelinels of it is adapted 
| to afford; and fully reſolved, by an holy wb ex- 
i ih emplary Converſation, to ſhew yourſelves to be the 
living Temples of Cod: That after duly honouring | 
him in theſe earthly Tabernacles made with Hands, 
you may be admitted into the heavenly Sanctuary, 
 whither Chr:ft our Forerunner is gone before, and 
enjoy his glorious Preſence to everlaſting Ages.

It was afterwards ſold to her Grace the late Ducheſs 
of Marlborough; and is now in the Poſſeſſion of the Honourable 
Joan Segncer, Eſq. There remains hardly any thing of the Fa-

like Augmentation from the Governors of Queen Anne's Bounty : 
which Augmentation was accordingly made by them in the Year 
1753. It had before been augmented by Lot in the Year 1747. 
Her Ladyſhip was further pleaſed to pay the Sum of Two hun- 
dred Pounds more, into the Hands of her Nephew WILLIAM 
CarTwRIGHT, Eſq. in Truſt to pay the Intereſt of the ſame, 
two Thirds to the Rector of the united Rectories of Hinton and 
Steane, on Condition of his performing Divine Service in the ſaid 
Chapel, (or cauſing the ſame to be pertorm'd,) once every Month 
during the Summer half Year; and the Remainder to the Clerk, 


for cleaning the Chapel, and for attending upon the Miniſter, when 


Service is perform'd there. The neceſſary Repairs of the Chapel 
were made in Part by the Honourable Joan SpEN ER, Eſq. the 
beautifying it, and cleaning of the Monuments Sc. by WILLIAM 
CarTwRIGHT, Eſq. towards which, and towards defraying the 
Expence of the Union, and other incidental Charges, the Truſtees 
of the late Lord Crews, Lord Biſhop of Durham, were likewiſe 
pleaſed to contribute the Sum of Fifty Pounds. The Rectories 
were united ſoon after Lady Arran had paid her Benefaction into 
the Hands of the Governors of the Queen's Bounty, and are now 


one eccleſiaſtical Benefice with Cure of Souls, under the Name of 
the Refory of Hinton with Steane annexed. |
